A letter is published in the Buflalo.papers, 
signed by ex-i're.sident Millard , Fillmore, 
Hon. S. G. Haveii.s, and a number of inllu- 
ential citizens, addressed lo llollin Germain,

tion of his principle of construction for sieiim 
navigation. He proposes to establish, among 
others, the following propositions: That 
steamers may be constructed to rnn one 
hundred miles an hour, and so .strong that 
the greatest oceanic forces would not eiulan- 

; ger their safety ; that the economy of their 
movements would be such as to reduce the 
cost of transportation to less than one-fifth 
of the present rates ; that when loaded with 
a large freight, a full passenger list, and 
fuel enougirfor a voyage around the world, 
it would not draw over twenty-two feet ; 

' and that as a war ship, one would bo an 
overmatch to all existing navies. iSIr. Ger- 
main has made the subject his study for 13 
years, and now makes it public for the first 
time. Eminent engineers of the; United 
Stales pronounce tho plan practicable, and 
destined to work a complete revolution in 
steam navigation. 

'FitNCH AiiTisTs IN lM;rrr. — Tho Paris 
correspondent of the Courier dcs Etals Unn 
writes: •' f

Hesponsible Government 

llowover inucli wo niriy :uliniri3 llie work- 
ing of '■ Re-;poiisiblo OoviMinni-nl'' under 
its various phases, in other Colonies, or its 
;ircho-lypo in (Jrnal Hrilain, still wo arc 
iorcoil to till! coiu'.lnsioii that rospuiisible 
iioverunmiil here must ilill'er I'lotn both, ami 
bo a inodil'iC(ilii»i of that liriti'^b foiistitiltioil 
which wo inherit ; but not an alteration of 
its funJnrneniul prinoigles.-, -.- In, erepliiig, 
therefore, our politioal-struolurB, first and 
foremost wo must iny'dpw'n the futidaraental 
doutrinb that our rulors shall be held respon- 
fiible to the people for tlieir acts. Except 
that is done, the old and true adage that 
" Government was niaile for the people, and 
not the Tieople lor the i;overntnent.'' will he 
reversed, and our rulers will be masters anil 
not servants. 

To place the question ol responsibility 
clearly b' Ion- the eomitr)-, we conti'ml that 
the Lei^ishTtive, eAeciitive anil j uilic.ial ilo- 
paitniiints. shall be as entirely distinct from 
each other as possible, 'i'liat the e.vecillive 
and judiciary shall be responsible to the 
representatives of the people for their acts. 
And. that in turH the represeiitatiyes shall be 
held directly responsible to theirconstituents 
for the use or abuse of the power which they 
delegated to them. In laying the founda- 
tion, .therefore, of our institutions, everylhiny 
eavoring of irresponsibility ought to be re- 
jected. Every department, anil every olli- 
cial, from tlie (ioveiiior down, should be 
surrouiuied with such yua'ds as will secure 
the pco]ili; from arbitrary government, or 
fioni being made " bowers of wood and 
drawers of water'" for a few. 

In an Assembly of thirteen rnninbers, at 
this particular juni'ture in oiiraliair«. with a 
debt of a million of dollars hanging over 
the country, — il would be next to insanity on 
the part of the people to elect any one 
a member .who holds an ofiice of emolu- 
ment. Mo' ne'edy otiicials, dependent in 
whole or in part on the Government for 
support, Bud impelled by cupidity or ambi- 
tion to monopolize every plane of honor or 
profit, should be permitted by the electors 
to grasp the reins of power. In some Colo- 
nies, the Attorney General, Treasurer, 
Surveyor General, and such ilk, hold seats 
ill the upper or lower House, as well as 
si.'ats ill the K.\eculive Council, which sni- 
round.^ the Governor, and guides him in the 
e.\:eici.-:e of liie prerogatives of the Crown. 
In regard to paid oliieials, we (-onti'iid that 
our government should ililler both from the 
practice of England and other Colonies. 
The Assembly is too small to trust them in 
it, no mf tter how talenteil or honest they 
maybe. Doitat this juncture, and how 
easy a well-tntentioned but nbedy oflieial 
may be biassed by a retaining fee of JBIOOO, 
to take as correct the statements of the IIiul- 
fion Bay Company as regards their debt of 
$l',QqO,000. What would JJ 1,000 be to the 
Company for a vote tu secure their claim to 
the town site, or the eiulorseiriont of their 
charges against the country .' Coiniiara- 
tively nothing. Can men who have no 
visible mean.s of su[)port. e.\cept oliice, 
or who are paid to •' iiiaku the worse 
appear the better cause,'' be as worthy 
of the conlideuce and support of the electors 
as men of tried iiite:,'rity, or .vhoso industry 
and wealth provo that they are not men of 
straw But even'were there no enormous 
financial liabilities to investigate, which a 
corrupt Assembly may saddle on the coun- 
try, making the people pay them in taxes 
lUrough the nose;'| elill, it is evident to 
every reflecting person, that the new Assem- 
bly will be called upon to lay the ibundaiioii 
of our political fabric; and if the balance of 
pOwer in that body are members of o.\ec- 
Utive doparlmenti, their ro.-poiisibility to the 
people is lessened, as they will be able '• to 
'sHirk il" by sitting '■■ in juJ.gni'.'iit on tlu-ir 
own cause.'' 'I'hus irresponsible men may 
govern the country. Thi'ie is no doubt that 
not only the pniity and indepi'iuleiiee, hut 
the re-,pon,-ibilily of the As.>enilily lor the 
I'oiiditinn of the coiiiilry, can be belti^r se- 
emed b)- keeping l.ioih ihe e.'ttK'ntive anil 
judicial oliicers of the government out of 
the Legislature. Where statistics or. legal 
opinions aVe required, ihey can 'be hiid for 
the asking 

Besponsible goyarnment,, however,', con- 
templates surraundingteven the.iiioparch, in 
England, with a Cubmet, and, in the Colonies 
ihe Governor with an E,\eculivu Council. 
The laller we want here, — in order to advise 
the governor in the distribulion of patronagi;, 
and ill the guvornnient ol the country " ae- 
ciiiiliiig to the well understood wishes of 
t'.e piMiph' Tlii.s council should be formed 
from llie Aasenibly iiiiii Legislative Council, 



in the proportion of not more than two from 
Iho IftUer to three from the former. Thus a 
eonncil of live would surround the governor, 
who, on acoepliiig seats at the Executive 
Council board, would bsign theijr, seats in 
the Asserr;bly''onIy, a rPd'rel fake tnem after 
re-election by a eonsliUieiicy. Thus placing 
the whole power in the hands of the people, 
as it ought to be: and thus making both the 
e.vecutive, judicial, and legislative depart- 
ineiits responsible to the pecple for their 
.lets.

,„ Everybody; knows, although he tnay not 
■haVe studied Babbage, that in the m:iiin- 
faotureofall articles there is a ininiinuin 
below which itwill not pay to u'annfaetare ; 
•and'that there is an intimate connection 
betwiitt tlio Jemnnd for an arlich; ami the 
cost of prodnction. Tlie ilemand fur sler- 
liiig coins on l\u'- I'acilie coast is coiiipara- 
tivuly small ; hence tlieir production cannot 
bo underlakeu willi prolit.

The weather has been stormy up river, 
for several weeks past._ The, thertnpmeter 
at Fort HopJj stood 15 deg* below' zero, on 
two successive nights, two weeks ago. The 
river is frozen over at different places be- 
tween Hope and '\'ale, thereby putting a 
stop to l)oatiii;jf on that ])art ol' tlie river.
